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NEWS AND VIEWS 


And What Have You

In last week’s paper we ran a story 
showing how much the cost of oper­ 
ating our school system had in­ 
creased over the past ten years. Un­ 
fortunately, this only told part of 
the story as it compared last year 
with ten years ago. The costs for 
the current year are even higher and 
it is likely that the coming year will 
be even higher. 
Over the ten-year period the cost 
of instruction or teach ers’salaries 
had nearly doubled and they took a 
big jump this current year as they 
are now being paid for IO months in­ 
stead of nine which is a pretty good 
jump in itself. It is too early to tell 
what is likely to happen during the 
current session of the legislature 
but undoubtedly the teachers will get 
another raise. 
The last session of the legislature 
passed a ten-year program of pay 
increases for teachers, but it is up 
to the current session to appropriate 
the money for the next two years. 
For every dollar additional money 
the teachers receive the local d is­ 
tric t m ust come up with about 30 
cents. 
At the sam e time the insurance 
costs of the school has increased just 
as it has for everyone else and this 
is expected to be a big item in the 
next budget. Also increasing school 
costs is the new kindergarten pro­ 
gram . 
To make m atters even worse we 
already seem to be on a program of 
robbing Peter to pay Paul as we tend 
to cut every conceivable com er to 
hold down local taxes. An example 
of this is that we spent less money 
last year than we did IO years ago 
on such things as operation of plant, 
fixed charges, student activities, 
and capital outlay. 
It is likely that the school tru ste e s, 
when it comes tim e to make out the 
budget for the coming year will be 
faced with the chore of finding m ore 
money to meet the needs. 
It is kind of a paradox that the 
closer the people are to their taxing 
agent the harder it is to raise taxes 
and at the sam e tim e it is generally 
agreed that the closer the taxing a - 
gent is to the people the better the 
job they do in spending this tax 
money. 
This is the reason that the P re s­ 
ident's revenue sharing plan is hold­ 
ing so much appeal to mayors and 
governors. It would give them the 
money to spend with the federal gov­ 
ernm ent receiving the bl ame for col­ 
lecting the taxes. And because of 
withholding taxes, hidden taxes and 
other such means of collecting mon­ 
ey by the federal government no one 
really seem s to get as riled up as 
they do when their local taxes are 
increased. 
We suspect this is generally be­ 
cause they know who to hiss at local­ 
ly but just feel helpless in regard to 
federal taxes. 
What all of this means of course 
is that it is likely that the taxpayers 
within the Hamlin Independent School 
D istrict are likely to see taxes 
raised for the coming year. Since 
the d istrict is already on a $1.50 
rate, the values will have to be raised 
to m eet the needs of the com ing y e a r.

Pipers to Host Anson Here 
Friday, to Merkel Tuesday 


Within the next few weeks 
State and County planning 
sessions will be held on how 
best to use the new 
Rural 
Environmental Assistance Pro­ 
gram (REAP) to improve and 
protect the environment for 
the benefit of all. So reports, 
Mr. A. D. HIU, Chairman of 
the Jones County Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee. 
Aa part of the environ­ 
mental improvement program 
of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, REAP has been 
cited by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture, Clifford M. Hardin 
aa an example of the new di­ 
rection USDA la pursuing. 
Secretary 
Hardin 
said 
REAP "will focus efforts on 
community-sponsored 
pro­ 
jects for flood prevention and 
small watershed protection, 
pollution abatement, and the 
stfeguarding 
°f lakes and 
streams. 
The thrust is on 
providing more ways to let 
people 
help themselves in 
projects 
that will, 
in 
the 
words of President Nixon, 
‘return greater public bene­ 
fits at less public cost'." 
REAP will be funded in 
every agricultural county in 
the Nation, according to Mr. 
Hill. 
"Fanners and others par­ 
ticipating in REA** projects 
will in most cases 
pay an 
equal, or more than equal, 
amount of the costs. REAP 
updates 
t h e 
conservation 
cost-sharing program (ACP) 
through 
which 
for 
many 
years the Federal Govern­ 
ment and farmers have been 
partners jn establishing con­ 
servation 
practices 
needed 
in the public Interest," Mr. 


HIU said. 
"The 
program 
has 
now 
been re-structured, and re­ 
named REAP, in order 
to 
better serve one of the most 
pressing national priorities — 
improvement of the environ­ 
ment," he added. 
He said the County ARCS 
Committee will work not only 
with fanners, but also with 
other 
community 
interest 
groups, including city and lo­ 
cal governments, 
to deter­ 
mine priority for agricultural 
conservation 
projects with 
both rural and urban benefits. 
These benefits could include 
cleaner water, purer air, Im­ 
proved open space recreation­ 
al opportunities, better wild­ 
life habitat, and similar en­ 
vironmental improvements. 
The ASC Committee Chair­ 
man emphasized that REAP 
projects are local projects 
— planned and administered 
by local people. 
The program's 
conserva­ 
tion and pollution prevention 
practices, which are carried 
out on farmlands, 
are ap­ 
proved for cost-sharing by the 
farmer-elected 
County ASO 
Committee, 
which allocates 
the Government share of the 
funds and has final respon­ 
sibility for determining that 
the practices as installed will 
accomplish tile needed con­ 
servation or pollution 
pre­ 
vention. 
Applicator 
for oast-shar­ 
ing may be made by individual 
termers 
or by groups 
of 
fanners, often working in con- 
juntion with non-farm people 
who have an interest In the 
conservation 
and 
environ­ 
mental 
Improvement 
goals 
which are sought.

Applications are filed at the 
County ASC Office, and ap­ 
plicants are cautioned not to 
begin work until the County 
ASC Committee has acted on 
their applications. Approval of 
applications for REAP cost- 
sharing cannot be made until 
the 1971 funds allocation Is 
announced. 
The Rural 
Environmental 
Assistance Program will put 
great emphasis on practices 
to reduce 
water pollution. 
Water retaining and retard­ 
ing measures on farms art 
a major factor in reducing 
pollution 
from 
agricultural 
wastes. 
These Include such 
installations 
as dams and 
ponds, permanent grass cover, 
waterways,, buffer strips, and 
tree planting. 
Mr. HIU concluded his com­ 
ments on REAP by saying, 
"The Secretary of 
Agricul­ 
ture has directed all appro­ 
priate agencies within USDA 
to give priority attention lo 
developing a forward-looking 
environmental program 
for 
the Seventies — and has told 
us the people of America are 
demanding positive, tangible 
environmental action. 
Our ASC Committee has 
high hopes that the REAP 
projects 
and 
practices 
In 
Jones County will be able 
to provide such tangible en­ 
vironmental benefits for all 
the people In our area.**

NEWS AND VIEWS . . . 


And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


In last week’s paper we ran a story 
showing how much the cost of oper­ 
ating our school system had in­ 
creased over the past ten years. Un­ 
fortunately, this only told part of 
the story as it compared last year 
with ten years ago. The costs for 
the current year are even higher and 
it is likely that the coming year will 
be even higher. 
Over the ten-year period the cost 
of instruction or teachers'salaries 
had nearly doubled and they took a 
big jump this current year as they 
are now being paid for IO months in­ 
stead of nine which is a pretty good 
jump in itself. It is too early to tell 
what is likely to happen during the 
current session of the legislature 
but undoubtedly the teachers will get 
another raise. 
The last session of the legislature 
passed a ten-year program of pay 
increases for teachers, but it is up 
to the current session to appropriate 
the money for the next two years. 
For every dollar additional money 
the teachers receive the local dis­ 
trict must come up with about 30 
cents. 
At the same time the insurance 
costs of the school has increased just 
as it has for everyone else and this 
is expected to be a big item in the 
next budget. Also increasing school 
costs is the new kindergarten pro­ 
gram. 
To make matters even worse we 
already seem to be on a program of 
robbing Peter to pay Paul as we tend 
to cut every conceivable corner to 
hold down local taxes. An example 
of this is that we spent less money 
last year than we did IO years ago 
on such things as operation of plant, 
fixed charges, student activities, 
and capital outlay. 
It is likely that the school trustees, 
when it comes time to make out the 
budget for the coming year will be 
faced with the chore of finding more 
money to meet the needs. 
It is kind of a paradox that the 
closer the people are to their taxing 
agent the harder it is to raise taxes 
and at the same time it is generally 
agreed that the closer the taxing a- 
gent is to the people the better the 
job they do in spending this tax 
money. 
This is the reason that the Pres­ 
ident’s revenue sharing plan is hold­ 
ing so much appeal to mayors and 
governors. It would give them the 
money to spend with the federal gov­ 
ernment receiving the blame for col­ 
lecting the taxes. And because of 
withholding taxes, hidden taxes and 
other such means of collecting mon­ 
ey by the federal government no one 
really seem s to get as riled up as 
they do when their local taxes are 
increased. 
We suspect this is generally be­ 
cause they know who to fuss at local­ 
ly but just feel helpless in regard to 
federal taxes. 
What all of this means of course 
is that it is likely that the taxpayers 
within the Hamlin Independent School 
District are likely to see taxes 
raised for the coming year. Since 
the district is already on a $1.50 
rate, the values will have to be raised 
to meet the needs of the coming year.

ASC Chairman Outlines New 
Rural Environmental Program 


Within the next few weeks 
State and County planning 
sessions will be held on how 
best to use the new 
Rural 
Environmental Assistance Pro­ 
gram (REAP) to improve and 
protect the environment for 
the benefit of all. So reports, 
Mr. A. D. Hill, Chairman of 
the Jones County Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Committee. 
As part of the environ­ 
mental improvement program 
of the U. S- Department of 
Agriculture, REAP has been 
cited by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture, Clifford M. Hardin 
as an example of the new di­ 
rection USDA is pursuing. 
Secretary 
Hardin 
said 
REAP “will focus efforts on 
community-sponsored 
pro­ 
jects for flood prevention and 
small watershed protection, 
pollution abatement, and the 
safeguarding 
of lakes and 
streams. 
The thrust is on 
providing more ways to let 
people 
help themselves in 
projects 
that will, 
in 
the 
words of President Nixon, 
‘return greater public bene­ 
fits at less public cost’." 
REAP will be funded in 
every agricultural county In 
the Nation, according to Mr. 
HUL 
“Farmers and others par­ 
ticipating in REAP projects 
will in most cases 
pay an 
equal, or more than equal, 
amount of the costs. REAP 
updates 
t h e 
conservation 
cost-sharing program (ACP) 
through 
which 
for 
many 
years the Federal Govern­ 
ment and farmers have been 
partners in establishing con­ 
servation 
practices 
needed 
in the public interest,” Mr. 


Hill said. 
“The 
program 
has 
now 
been re-structured, and re­ 
named REAP, in order 
to 
better serve one of the most 
pressing national priorities — 
improvement of the environ­ 
ment,” he added. 
He said the County AS CS 
Committee will work not only 
with fanners, but also with 
other 
community 
interest 
groups, including city and lo­ 
cal governments, 
to deter­ 
mine priority for agricultural 
conservation 
projects with 
both rural and urban benefits. 
These benefits could include 
cleaner water, purer air, im­ 
proved open space recreation­ 
al opportunities, better wild­ 
life habitat, and similar en­ 
vironmental improvements. 
The ASC Committee Chair­ 
man emphasized that REAP 
projects are local projects 
— planned and administered 
by local people. 
The program’s 
conserva­ 
tion and pollution prevention 
practices, which are carried 
out on farmlands, 
are ap­ 
proved for cost-sharing by the 
farmer-elected 
County ASO 
Committee, 
which allocates 
the Government share of the 
funds and has final respon­ 
sibility for determining that 
the practices as installed will 
accomplish the needed con­ 
servation or pollution 
pre­ 
vention. 
Aipplicatoin 
for cast-shar­ 
ing may be made by individual 
farmers 
or by groups 
of 
fanners, often working in con- 
juntion with non-farm people 
who have an interest in the 
conservation 
and 
environ­ 
mental 
improvement 
goals 
which are sought. 


Applications are filed at the 
County ASC Office, and ap­ 
plicants are cautioned not to 
begin work until the County 
ASC Committee has acted on 
their applications. Approval of 
applications for REAP cost- 
sharing cannot be made until 
the 1971 funds allocation Is 
announced. 
Tile Rural 
Environmental 
Assistance Program will put 
great emphasis on practices 
to reduce 
water pollution. 
Water retaining and retard­ 
ing measures on farms are 
a major factor in reducing 
pollution 
from 
agricultural 
wastes. 
These include such 
installations 
as dams and 
ponds, permanent grass cover, 
waterways, buffer strips, and 
tree planting. 
Mr. Hill concluded his com­ 
ments on REAP by saying, 
"The Secretary of 
Agricul­ 
ture has directed all appro­ 
priate agencies within USDA 
to give priority attention to 
developing a forward-looking 
environmental program 
for 
the Seventies — and has told 
us the people of America are 
demanding positive, tangible 
environmental action. 
Our ASC Committee has 
high hopes that the REAP 
projects 
and 
practices 
In 
Jones County will be able 
to provide such tangible en­ 
vironmental benefits for all 
the people in our area.”
